County Supervisors 


~ [ssue a Statement 


Urging the immédiate neces- 
sity of a new courthouse, the 
Board of Supervisors issued a 
























































signed statement yesterday, 
calling attention to the fact 
that a patchwork building 


made up of successive additions 
provided by direct taxation is 
the only alternative to passing 
the bonds on Nov. 4. 

In the interest of efficiency 
and economy the supervisors 
urged the passage of the bond 
issue with a cost of eight and 
one-half cents in contrast to a 
tax of 12 to 15 cents for build- 
ing additions under direct tax- 
ation. 

‘The statement of the super- 
visors follows: 

“Because of the pressing need 
of a safe building to house our 
county records and to relieve 
the congested condition of the 
present courthouse, the Board 
of Supervisors last year levied 
and collected a tax of 12c on 
the $100, amounting to about 
$72,000, toward a fund: for an 
addition to the present build- 
ings. In the hope that the 
electors of the county would 
vote this fall a bond issue to 
provide a new site and a new 
building, we did not make a 
corresponding levy this year. 
We are unanimously in favor 
of the new site and the - new 
pbuilding for a number of reas- 
ons. If we are forced to ac- 
cept the addition and patch- 
work makeshift, it means that 
a 12 to 15 cent levy must be 
made for several years to raise 
the necessary amount. We 
would much prefer to build a 
new, safe, commodious and con- 
venient courthouse by the bond 
method, under which the levy 
Necessary would average only 
81%4c instead of 12 to 15 cents, 
and would decrease each year 
as the assessed valuation of 
the county increases and the 
amount of interest to! dbe paid 
decreases.

Kelty yesterday attempted to 
tell of the horrible experience 
in the eanyon after her hus- 
band had died as. she lay help- 
less to call out loud for 
help.

Included in the envelope ad- 
dressed to each of nearly 38,000 
voters in the county is a copy of 
all the constitutional amendments,

Cards Tell Voting Place 

“It is important that voters 
carefully save the cards showing 
the location of their voting place,” 
said Mr. Allison.

Just prior to elections a great deal of 
talk is made about taxes of the poor 
and the rich. It can fairly be said 
that the national government does not 
tax the earnings of the poor. Family 
earnings of $2500 are entirely exempt 
and on $5000 they would pay but 
$37.50. The claim can scarcely be 
made that the poor are obliged to pay

Ia its pursuance we have maitained 
aur ancient traditions; we have secur- 
ed peace; we have limited naval arma- 
ment; wé have provided a plan and 
furnished finances for a European set- 
tlement; and we propose to continue 
our efforts to promote international jus- 
tice under international law, through 
international conference, advancing to- 
ward the goal.of outlawing aggressive 
war. We have been willing te assure: 
the: responsibility of leading the nation 
and the world in this direction, with- 
out first seeking through a costly, fu- 
tile and unconstitutional referendum 
to find out whether it would be popu- 
lar. The government is willing to be 
judged on the result of those stupen- 
dous accomplishments, either according 
to the standard of financial advantage 
or of moral purpose. 

NEED OF ECONOMY 

The prosperity of the people is inti- 
mately bound up with the. financial 
policy of the government. A consid- 
erable, but disorganized number of 
people exist who are willing to talk 
about economy in public expenditure. 
There are a very few- who, in addition 
tc talking about it, are willing to act 
and vote for the actual’ practice of 
economy. But spread all over the land 
there are thousands upon thousands of 
organizations ceaselessly clamoring and 
agitating for government action that 
would increase the burden upon the 
taxpayer by increasing the cost of gov- 
ernment. To my mind, the practice of 
public economy and insistence upon its 
rigid and drastic enforcement is a 
prime necessity of the people of the 
United States. In fact, the necessity 
is world-wide. That nation which de- 
monstrates that it has sufficient self- 
control to adopt this course will im- 
mediately become the leader in the fi 
nancial world. That leadership is eas: 
ily within American grip. But to se- 
cure it requires prompt action and 
constant vigilance. 2 

Recent compilations diselose that the 
present yearly cost of national and 
local governments has reached — the 
staggering sum of over $10, 000,000. 
The national government pays out one- 
third, the local government two-thirds 
of this amount. This is about*the sum 
that all the American farmers receive 
for all their output for a-year. It is 
93 per cent of all wages and salarics 
of | industrial plants in the census of 
manufactures. It represents entire 
earnings of nearly 7,000,000 wage-earn- 
ers employed at a‘ratio of $5 per day. 
In 1913 the state and federal tax bill 
was only $2,194,000,000. In 1903 the 
per capita tax was about $17; now it 
is almost $100... It is stated that while 
im 1913 the farmer’s tax bill was $624,- 
000,000, it had risen in 1922 to $1,436,- 
000,000. In 1892, railroad taxes were 
$209 per mile. In 1922 they were 
$1241 per mile... In other lines of busi- 
ness this increased burden was even 
greater. It is no wonder that” under 
these almost despotic exactions the 
morale of the coumtry began to break 
down., Its Vitals were eaten out. Busi- 
ness began to languish, 
proved unprofitable; banks found them- 
selyes with paper which ‘they could 
not collect, and after a lingering ef- 
fort many of them had to be closed; 
railroad earnings dropped to less than 
three-quarters. of 1 per cent. 

But even these enormous. taxs have 
not met public requfrements. The state 
and national debt has risen to the

direct taxes to the national govern- 
ment. All talk then about taking di- 
rect taxes off the rich and leaving 
them on the poor is simply misleading. 
But every student is well aware that 
the public in general, which is mostly 
made up of people of moderate means. 
do and must indirectly pay the ex- 
penses of the government. 


ORIGIN OF TAXES 

The great corporations, the banks, 
the railroads—all the great incomes do 
and must collect their money from the 
people, All our food, clothing, shelte: 
and fuel pay a tax to the govern- 
ment ‘and the people who earn the 
wages of the nation-do and must pay 
these taxes when they buy these nec- 
essaries. This simple fact determines 
what must be a sound policy of taxa- 
tion. It should. be at a rate which 
will produce the largest amount of 
tatition from large incomes, and by 
doing- the utmost to stimulate enter- 
prise and business, afford the wage- 
earners ample employment with good 
pay, in order that they may the bet- 
ter bear the burden shows that a larg- 
er amount of money can be collected 
from large incomes at a moderate rate 
than at a high rate. When the rate 
is todo high, large incomes disappear, 
leaving all the burden of taxes om the 
wage-earners and people of small 
means. Getting all we can out of the 
rich by making the rates moderate and 
stimulating busrness to provide work 
and increase the earnings of the poor 
seem to me to be the common sense 
method of taxation. The estimated in- 
come and expenses of the government 
for the coming fiscal year indicate 
that we can have a further reduction 
in taxes. But we can only assure. this 
result by continuing our policy of 
drastic economy. 

A very material part of our revenue 
comes from the tariff, which is now 
running at the rate of about $550,000,- 
000 per year. This is notwithstanding 
the fact that we have the lowest tariff 
‘which the Republican party has en- 
atced since 1890, and that it is even 
lower than the Democratic tariff of 
1894. Nearly 57 of our imports are 
on the free list, while the average duty 
on all imports is less than 15 per cent. 
Under it, in spite of prophecies to the 
contrary, our foreign trade has greafly 
increased. In 1921, it was less than 
$7,000,000,000; in 1923, it was nearly 
$8,000,000,000, and is now running at 
about that rate. 

TARIFF AND FARMERS 

It has been constantly asserted that 
what the farmer buys is protected and 
what he sells is not. protected. Almost 
everything that is used in the business 
of farming as a matter of fact is on 
the free list, while almost everything 
that the farmer raises is protected, 
from the nuts and citrus fruits of the 
Pacific Coast, through the sugar, grain 
and animal products of the Central 
West, to the dairy and tobacco prod- 
ucts of the east. Without such pro- 
tection many of these farm products 
wéuld be destroyed by foreign compe- 
tition. 

When we turn to our industrial life. 
we find that the wages both in rate 
and buying power of the American 
workman, are more than twice that of 
the best-paid foreign labor. Compar- 
ed to 1913, the advance in the wages 
of union labor is 99 per cent, while ia 
the ordinary living costs it is only 
about 69 per cent, American industry 
cannot exist, American wages cannot be 
paid, the American standard of living 
cannot be maintained, without a pro- 
tective tariff. 

A most significant comparison has 
been. made of wages paid by a con- 
‘cepx oprating in this country and 
dbroad, niaking the same products with 
exactly the same equipment, for the 
month of August. The average eight- 
hour- wage is as follows: Italy, 9% 
cents; Belgium, $1.18; France, $1.36; 
Germany, $1.46; and England, $2.28, but 
inthe United States, $5.60. Take away 
protection and it is perfectly obvious 
that much of this manufacturing woula 
close down at home and be carried on 
abroad. 

Our high wages have a remarkable 
effect on the consumption of farm 
products. We consume per capita 
yearly. seventeen pounds of butter; 
Great Britain, twelve; Italy, a little 
over three. We consume 103 pounds 
of sugar; Great Britain, eighty; Italy, 
eighteen. We consume 183 pounds of 
meat; Great Britain, 120; Italy, forty- 
six. We consume fifty-three gallons of 
milk; Great Britain about fourteen; 
These are the latest 
figures indicating that protection makes 
high wages, which makes good busi- 
ness, Which enables our people to be 
the largest consnmers of farm products 
and gives our farmers the best mar- 
kets in the world. 

_ ‘PROSPERITY REVIVED j 

Under this policy of peace, economy, 
reduction of taxes» and protection, the 
business of the country has very gen- 
erally revived and brought:us into an 


‘}area of more than average prosperity. 


Agriculture, however, not only suffered 
first, and in many respects, most, .but 
has been the last to recover. In spit 
of the fact that prices for the great 
staples of wheat, corn and animal 
products are now at a much more en- 
couraging level, nevertheless the fi 

restore- in one 
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season the losses he has encountered 
in the four precedin g seasons, Agricul- 
ture must be placed on a permanently 
profitable basis, where it can enjoy eco- 
nomic equality with other industry. 

Much discussion has been made. re- 
garding the government pelicy of de- 
flation. There has been much debate 
whether raising discount rates by the 
Federal Reserve Board up to 7 per 
cent, was the reason for the collapse 
in farm values. I do not wish to con- 
sider that question. But I should like 
to have it.made plain that this action 
took place before this administration 
came into power, and whatever dam- 
age there was had already been done. 
It has been the policy of the. present 
administration comstantly to fav the 
reduction of discount rates. This has 
been done, until they now range from 
3 per cent to 4% per cent. This admin- 
istration Has constantly sought to pre- 
vent further deflation by encouraging 
all kinds of business in order to re- 
store prices of agricultural rpoducts t 
a point where ticy would show a fair 
profit. The general business depres- 
sion had reached its lowest depths in 
the spring of 1921, and since that time 
there has been a gradual recovery 
which has now spread to agricultural 
products, If a mistake was made, it 
was not made by this administration. 
The government is now proceeding in 
the cpposite direction. 

SAFEGUARD FOR FUTURE 

Advantage must be taken of the pres- 
ent period of relief to provide, by the 
adoption of sound business metheds 
und sound legislation, against the ré- 
currence of such disastrous depression. 
This is not a political question, it is 7 
vconomic question. It is not a set- 
tional cuestion it is a national quits- 
tion. .t does not relate merely to the 
welfare’ of those -who live on the 
farms, it influences the welfare of all 
the pecple of our country. It is alto- |: 
gether 1co important to be permitted 
to be involved in partisan politics, 

As prices have been rising and con- 
di.icns improving which it would be 
dizastrous to disturb, it is necessary 
to avoid all political influences. I have 
withheld the calling of an agricultural 
conference on the advice of some of 
the leaders in the farm organizations, 
But I stand committed to this pro- 
posal. I believe it holds out the best 
promise of a wise solution and the 
best method’ of a substantial agree- 
ment among the farm organizations 
themselves of what they desire in the 
way of government action. I there- 
fore propose to call such conference, 
to consist of some of the leaders in the 
farm organizations and some of th¢ 
prominent representatives of farm ¢co- 
nomics in our agricultural colleges, to 
formulate a program for legislation to 
be presented to the Congress which we 
can all support. The farmers have 
suffered enough from those who have 
attempted to barter their votes for un- 
sound remedies. I want their business 
put on a sound basis by thorough and 
scientific study, where it can exist ou 
an equality with other businesses. 

FOREIGN TRADE * 

What we may hope for in this di- 
rection is illustrated by our present 
foreign trade. In 1913, both imports 
and exports were but $4,200,000,000. Af- 
ter the war te trade of the whole 
world collapsed, but we have brought 
our foreign trade up to about $8,000,- 
000,000. Translated into pre-war prices 
this would be about $5,200,000,000. On 
the same basis, in 1923, Great Britain 
shows a decrease of 12 per cent, 
Franee 14 per cent and Germany 51 
per cent, while our increase is more 
than 19 per cent. In 1913, we had less 
than 11 per cent of the foreign trade 
cf the w:rld; now we have nearly 17 
per cent. ibis has been promoted by 
the activities of the Department «al 
Commerce in finding markets for faim 
co-operatives and small concerns. (n 
quiries in ikis field have risen from 
700 per day to nearly 7000 per day. 
This is a natural, sound, common 
sense way of dealing with industry, 
which may profitably be employed in 
further dealing with agriculture in the 
matter of finding markets. 

, When we look for an example of 
benefiting consumers, we shall find it 
in the bituminous coal ingustry. Three 
years ago there were about 9000 mines 
or 30 per cent more mines and miners 
than could be given regular employ- 
ment. The Department of Commerce 
found there was need for more cars, 
more summer storage and more indus- 
trial peace. These have been accom- 
plished with the result that while jn 
the profiteering period of 1920, run-of- 
mine coal averaged 35.64 a ton, not- 
withstanding the strike of 1922, it av- 
eraged $3.67 per ton, and for the year 
ending June 30, it averaged $2.23 per 
ton. This industry has been organized, 
but not moncpolized, it has between 
7000 and 8000 competing mines, and 
ne person or group controls more than 
2 per cent or 3 per cent of the pro- 
duction. 

RADICAL PRUPOSALS 

It is impossible to escape the con- 
clusion that the general economic con- 
dition o fthe country is good. While 
business and’ agriculture have not ful- 
ly recovered the losses caused by the 
world-wide depression which always 
follows war, they are now on a fairly 
profitable basis. It would be natural 
to suppose that every well-wisher of 
the country would be anxious to main- 
than the present éstablished order ©’ 
things.~which has given to the people 
of America a position superior to that 
ever before held by any people on 
earth. But in spite of the extraordi- 
mary results which have been accom- 
plished, there is not only a_ large 
amount of criticism, but proposals to 
make at least two of the most revo- 
lutionary changes. 

It has always been the theory of our 
institutions that the people should own 
the gevernment and not that the gov- 
ernment should. cwn the people. James 
Otis stated this principle before the 
Revolution, when he said that “Kings 
weer made fcr the people, and not 
the people fur them.” This policy can- 
not be maintained unless the people 
continue to own and control their own 
property. ‘Ihe most important prop- 
erty of the country is transportation 
a2zi walter pcwer. Ht is not only very 
large in amount, but is of the greatest 
strategic value. it cculd be used in 
such a was as to assume virtual con- 
trol of all other business of any im- 
portauce. it is proposed that these 
properties should be brought under 
public ownership. Responsible public 
commissions have valued these at about 
$35,060,000,000. Such a cost would more 
than double all. our public debts. And 
deficit in earnings would have to be 
made up out of taxes. We did that 
during the war at a cost of $1,600,000,- 
000. With the government in posses-
